The somewhat 
discouraging tone of Blaine'i telegram 
last night seemed to prepare the people 
for the wont, and although the official 
bulletin was not unfavorable, a general 
feeling of anxiety and apprehension 
prevailed at the mansion and in tbe 
city.

Shaeberle'B comet (C) .was quite 


brilliant ywtteidajr aoming in the 
northeast. 
It is rapidly nearing 


the bmrl of the great dipper in Una 
Major, being now below and to the 
right of it. The tail is distinctly 
visible to the naked eye for two or 
three degrees. In the telescope the 
oomet presents a very fine appear- 
ance, but it is faint compared with 
comet B during its greatest brill- 
iancy. Comet C presents a well- 
defined: nucleus, which in sharp and 
bright like a star. There is no ap- 
pearance of an envelope, bat the 
nucleus is immediately anrronnded 
by the faint diffused light which 
forms the tail. The head of tike 
comet is quite broad, and the tail 
very nearly, if not quite, straight 
It is also narrow, widening but lit- 
tle as it recedes from the head. Ib 
perihelion passage was accomplished 
yesterday, and it will be brightest 
on the 20th and 21st. . After the 
latter date it will rapidly wane. 
Comet B, now near the guardians o 
the jwle, is still an interesting ob- 
ject in Uie telescope, and shows som 
remnant* of its former glory.
